EDMUNDS HAS DECLINED. 


HE CANNOT AFFORD TO TAKE THE SUSTICE- 
SHIP.

DEFEAT OF ROBESON’S SCHEME FOR A 
JUNKET TO NEW OKRLBANS.

WASHIXGTO G the 
leadership of tM n the House Com- 
mittee on Rules suffered another defeat to- 
day. Mr. Robeson reported from that com- 
mittee a resolution providing for the appolut- 
ment of a joint committee of nine members 
of the House and five Senators to go te New 
Orleans next month and help celebrate the 
anniversary of the discovery of the mouth of 
the Missippi River by LaSalle. A similar 
proposition was deteated in the Senate some 
time ago. Mr. Robeson made some general 
remarks about the wisdom of reminding Con- 
gress that it had a common country. ete., and 
Mr. Cox, of New York, made a florid speech, 
glorifying the wandering propensities of the 
South, and informing the House *that the 
Mississippi Valley is much more thickly 
populated now than it was 200 years ago, 
when La Salle made his adventurous voyage 
down the Mississippi! River in a bark canoe. 
Of course Mr. Cox was eloquent, and his 
speech evoked loud applause. 

HASKELL, OF KANSAS, 

opposed the resolution in a pot-house speech, 
declaring that Congress had enough public 

usiness to attend to—more than it could do 
—and had no time to indulge in junketing 
excursions at the expefise of the United 
States. In respect to this, Mr. Haskell told 
the House some solemn truths, and, as it 
turned out, a majority of the members 
agreed with him. At the end of the dis- 
cussion, after Congressman Gibson. of 
Louisiana, had eyjogized the virtues of 
La Salle and the fertility of the Lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley, and dwelt on the commercial 
possibilities of New Orleans, and the ne- 
cessity of a comprehensive scheme of Mis- 
sissippi-River improvements, Mr. Haskell 
moved that the whole subject be laid on the 
table, and this motion was carried by a large 
majority. In the minds of the more thought 
ful members of the House there was 

A STRONG SUSPICION 
that the affair was designed in the interests 
of liberal not to say extravagant appropria- 
tions to rebuild the Mississippi levees. Mr. 
Gibson and the other Louisiana Congressmen 
believed, as they had a right to do, thatif 
they could get fourteen members of Congress 
down to New Orleans, and, after dining and 
wining them and showering other hospital- 
ities upon them, could show them the deplor- 
able condition of the levees and the poverty 
to which many of the people have been re- 
duced by the recent inundation, they Would 
come back ready to urge the voting of almost 
any sum for the reclamation of the fertile 
lands which Mr. Cox so eloquently described 
today as richer than those which border the 
Nile. Mr. Robeson did not especially enjoy 
his defeat, but he is getting used to such 
things. 
THE TARIFF COMMISSION BILL REFUSED ANY 
PRIVILEGE. 

The Committee on Rules was not the only 
committee to suffer a reverse today. Mr. 
Kasson moved that the House go into Com- 
mittee of the Whole, and gave notice that, 
once in the committee, he would move that 
the consideration of the Tariff-Commission 
bill be begun. The motion to go into Com- 
mittee of the Whole prevailed, but, once 
there, Mr. Valentine, of Nebraska, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Agriculture, an- 
tagonized the Tariff-Commission bill with 
the Agricultural Appropriation bill, making 
a point of order that, under the rules of the 
House, the former bill, not being a bill to 
raise revenue, had no privileges more than 
those of an ordinary bill, and, therefore, that 
his measure, being one of the general appro- 
priation bills, should take precedence. There 
was along and profitiess discussion of this 
point of order, resulting in 

THE WASTING OF TWO HOURS 
of the time ot the House. Mr. Robinson, of 
Massachusetts, who was in the chair, was as 
ready to decide the question of order at the 
beginning as he was at the end of the dis- 
cussion, because nobody who made any re- 
marks threw any light upon the subject.

DAWES’ SPEECH, GIVING THE VIEWS OF 
BOSTON ON THE CHINESE QUESTION.

Wasuineoros, D. C., March 7.—Mr. Dawes 
made a long, earnest speech today in oppo- 
sition to the Chinese Immigration bill, in 
which he reviewed the remarks of these who 
had advocated it, quoting from the speeches 
of some of them sentences which they found 
it difficult to explain, sentences which may 
prove troublesome to their authors in future 
campaigns. This was especially the case 
with Mr. George, of Mississippi, who had 
not only conceded the right of the white 
race un the Pacific coast to drive away the 
Chinese, but had intimated that the day 
might come when the white race in Missis- 
sippi might also want protection agalust the 
degrading and inferior negro race now striv- 
ing to exercise a mastery over them. Mr. 
Dawes 
CROSS-EXAMINED MR. GEORGE MERCILESLY. 
Mr. Dawes took advanced Massachu- 
setts. view in- his speech, which was on the 
God-and-humanity order. But Mr. Dawes 
did not represent New England altogether, 
as the short but remarkable speech of Mr. 
Edmunds subsequently showed. Mr. Ed- 
munds supported the bill, and opposed the 
views of the Massachusetts Senators. He 
said that, while he might not presume to 
speak for Massachusetts as her Senators 
could, he would venture to speak for the old 
Commonwealth. And he thought that he 
might say that, for instance, fond as Massa- 
chusetts was of the rights of humanity, he 
did not think there was a universal hunger 
for an eruption of the African race or of the 
Chinese race in the State. Neither ot these 
races were homogeneous with the Anglo-

everywhere, it would be found, from Aris- 
totle, for that matter. to Webster, that the 
fundamental! idea of a prosperous republic 
was the homogeneity of nationalities.

He did not undertake to say the 
Chinese customs, religion, and civilization 
were better or worse than our customs, re- 
ligion, and civilization.

But he did not see who could 
take offense, or who could criticise this coun- 
try, if we should say, We will suspend this 
experiment with this element of civilization 
with the 100,000 Chinamen we now have, until 
we see what the result of the experi- 
ment will be.

A REPORT BY THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC 
GROUNDS. 

In a report just wade to the House by te 
Cominſttee on Public Buildings and Grounds 
a list of butidings in Washington rented by 
the Generali and District Governments is 
with the amount of rent paid 
for each. From this report it a 


rented is ninety-ni the aggreate 
annual rental is 8181 Wu two excep- 
tions, none of these buildings are fire-proof, 

aud on an average the annual rent paid for 
them is more than 10 per cent of their actual 
value. The annual rental is 4 per cent upon 
nearly $5,000,000, and for $2,500,000 sites could 
be precured and buildings constructed which 
would answer the purposes of the Coyern- 
ment much better than those which are now 


oceu pied, 
FOR EXAMPLE, 
the Government pays $15,600 a year rent for 
the Freedman’s Bank Builfne, a fine prop- 
erty on Pennsylvania avenue, north of the 
Treasury Department. This sum is 4 per 
cent on $590,000, but the whole property, in- 
eluding a piece of ground equal to that occu- 
pied by the present building, is offered to the 
Government for $250,000. The Committee on 
Publie Buildings and Grounds will very soon 
to the attention of the House the un- 
bleness of the preseut system of rent- 
ing small buildings at extravagant rates for 
the use of the Government in the District of 
Columbia. 
THE GLUCOSE MANUFACTURERS BEFORE THE 
WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE. 

A delegation of Western men, including 
Woolner of Peoria and Villier of Chicago, 
will appear before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee tomerrow to make an argument 
against the bill which proposes to impose a 
tax upon giueose; These’ gentiemen main- 
tain that the industry is a legitimate one, and 
gineose is both a healthful and useful prod- 
net. They will present to the econ mittee 
certificates from eminent chemists in New 
York and Boston to that effect. ‘They claim 
that the attempt to tax gincose is in- 
spired by sugar-refiners who feel the com- 
petition of the cheaper grades of sirup 
which the glucose magufacturers make, and 
that the only substantial opposition to glu- 


cose proceeds from these sugar-refiners. 


They sharply criticize Commijssicner Raum 
for his recent letter in which he denounced 
glucose and characterized it as an article 
used solely fer the purposes of adulteration, 
the manufacture of which ought to be sup- 
pressed by the imposition of a tax. These 
gentiemen maintdin that the industry is a 
growing one in the West, and that it affords 
a large market for the products of the coun- 
try, and that it ought to be encouraged and 
not diseouraged. That will be the burden 
of their argument before the committee to- 
morrow. a 

THE HOUSE COMMERCE COMMITTEE HEARS 

THE ARGUMENTS OF TITER MISSISSEPrI 

BIVER CONVENTION'S COMMITTER. 

This was Mississippi-River day before the 
Howse Commitier. Upon the invitation of 
this committee Gov. E. O. Stanard and the 
Hon. Michael McEnnisof St. Louis, William 
F. hape of Winona, Judge II. F. Simrail 
of Vieksburg, ex-Conzressman Roots of 
Little Rock, C. C. Sturtevant of Minneapolis, 
and W. P. tlalladay of Caro, who were se- 
lected by the committee of twenty-one of 
the St. Louis Convention to present to the 
proper committees of Congress the me- 
morial and report of the proceedings 
of that convertion, were this morning 
to fulfill their engagement and to 
perform the duty assigued them. All seven 
gentiemen were clear aud emphatic in in- 
forming the Commeree Committee that they 
came here not to urge upon the committee 
their own individual opinions and views re- 
garding the merits of this, thet, or the other 
plan of improving the Mississippi; they came 
simply to express the prevailing sentiment 
of the intelligent people of the Mississippi 
Valley, who, they said, are practically a unit

sippi River commerce, 
money to enable the cow 
ward with the improvemenf. 


GOV. STANARD 
first addressed the committee, and formally 
laid before them coples of the memorial and 
reports of the proceedings of the St. Louis 
Convention. He said that he and his col- 
leagues were not here te subserve any in- 
dividual interests, but for the enlargement 
and cheapering of transportation not only 
for the Mississipul Valley, but for the entire 
country. Sinee the passage of the jetty bill 
there had been in the river better facilities 
for commerce and competition. Men have 
fodSisily said that the jetties are a failure, 
“but,” said Gov. Stannard, “we who 
are engaged in the ecommerce of the 
river know that the jetties are not 
a failure, Since the construction of 
the jetties, it has been a fact beyond all intel- 
ligent anc reasonable dispute that the lines 
of steamboats and barges have caused a great 
reduction of freights even on the railways.” 
Ile called attention to a declaration made by 
the late President of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, who, at a meeting of the railroad 
magnates, had argued that it was foolish for 
the railroads to attempt to inerease their 
rates, and cited the faet that grain had been 
carried from St. Louis to n via New 
Orleans at 

PORTY-SIX CENTS PER 100 PowNDS, 
while it was costing 60 cents per 100 pounds 
to carry. it from St. Louis to liverpool via 
New York. Gov. Stanard read from the re- 
port of the St. Pani Board of Trade to show 
that a reduction of eight cents per bushel on 
freight charges on wheat was equivalent toa 
saving of $32,000,000 a year for ten Western 
States last year, Ile contended that this ro- 
duction of rates was as valuable to the con- 
sumer as to the producer. Those represent- 
ing the St. Louis Convention were not work- 
ing simply iu the interests of the West and 
South, but for the whole people. He would 
not attack the railroads, but it was necessary 
to have competition in order to prevent op- 
pressive combinations. 


If WAS AN IMPORTANT QUESTION 
now how to improve the river so as to pre- 
ventinjury to navigation from low water. 
The St. Louis Convention had indorséd the 
River Commission. This commission had 
recommended an appropriation of $4,000,000 
for the next fiscal year to carry out the pian 
of improvement already well known to Con- 
gress. The people were satisfied to leave the 
method of improvement to the Kill and in- 
telligence of the commission. Gov. Stanard 
concluded by saying on behalf of himself 
and colleagues: “None of us have axes to 
grind. We are laboring for what we believe 
to be to the interest of the entire country.” 
JUDGR SIM AND OTHERS. 

Judge Semrall said to the committee that 
it was impossible for any ohe man to enforce 
his views on Congress, and that it was the 
well-nigh untversal conviction in his part of 
the country that the method of improving the 
river should be left to the River Commission. 
Mr. Pheips, of. Minnesota, said that the pev- 
ple of the upper part of the vulley were aunit 
in desiring that the commerce of the valley 
shoud flow unobstructed and unvexed to the 
sea. They regarded cheap transportation as 
one of the great questions of the day. They 
were not wedded to any particular plan of 
improvement, but they had entire confidence 
in the River Uommission,

Uertuin 
med ticutions uf toe original plans are, however, 
regarded as necessary, For example, when the 
vessels were designe it was propused that ir 
armament should be composed of modérn 
breeeb-jonading rified guns, and eonmsequently 
the turrets are too amail to accommudate the 
must effective of such weapons, ten-inch rifles. 
The extrome length of a gun of this calibre is 
about twenty-six feet. of the eigat-inck gun 
twenty-vee feet, and of the s:x-ineh gun about 
sixteen feet. Tue turrets of the Puritan are 
twenty-six aud a half feet in the clear, those of 
the smaller monitors tweuiy-oue fect, and there 
is a strong opinion that these turrets cunnot be 
safely mude larger. Some otficers are of the 
opinion, however. that rifled guns should be 
used, even if weir 17.

WHY THEY SHOULD BE ABROGATED. 
Special Disvatch to Tne VUnieago Tribune. 
“New York, March 7.—Previous to the pre- 
sentation of the argument of the Board of 
Trade and Transportation for the abrogation of 
differeatial freight rates today, Franklin B. 
Edson, of the Board of Managers of 
the Produce. Exchange, appeared before 
the Advisory Commission of the trunk- 
une railroads. He bad been requested by the 
exchange to explain the geographical advantages 
of New York. Vast asthe railroads had become, 
the commercial interests involved in the 
question, together with the rights 
of the people of the State of 
New York, were at least propornonately 
important. It was true that New York was not 


always the financial centre of the United States. 


and it was equally true that it pever approached 
the position until the peuple of the State 
IMPROVED THE NATURAL ADVANTAGE 
contained within its limits by constructing the 
Erie Canal. The geographical conditions were 
the same today as sixty years ago, and conse- 
quentiy the commercial advantages held by 


New York remained steadfust, notwithstanding 


the invention of the locomotive and the con- 
struction of railroads. An examination of 
the argument of the Produce Exchange 
might weil startle and alarm the people of New 
York. Sueb an examioation would show what 
was meant by the term differential rates. When 
stripped of the busks, it would be found to mean 
a ruinous tax upon the commerce of New York 


for the benetit of other seaport cities less fa vor-

83 in the first and 67 in the second stages will be 
deemed qualified to enter

MOOR. 

The latter competitions will take place on Tues- 

v. Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, Aug. 
15, 16, 17, and 18. At their conclusion fourteen 
competitors shall be selected in thej order of 
their aggregate scores made in the four 
competitions, beginning with the bigh- 
eat in the list of competitors. 
The association will provide quarters 
and subsistence on the range for the competi- 
tors in the four final ‘competitions, and for the 
team and reserves after their selection.

WASHINGTON, March 7.--Appeais for aid in the 
region overflowed by the Mississippi River con- 
tinwe to pour in upon the Secretary of War. 
Gov, Crittenden, of Missouri, sends a response 
to telegrams advising him 5,000 additional rations 
wilt be sent to «ach uf two points be may name. 
The bas referred the response to Gun. 
McFeely, Commissary-General of Subsistence, 
directing him to give the necessary instructions 
to carry out the suggestions. The telegram to 
the Secretary of War from Gov. Hawkins, of 
Tennessee, says he has reliabie information that 
about 3,000 persons in the country of Tennessee 
bordering on the Mississippi River are in a des- 
titute and suffering condition. * . 

GOV. HAWKINS 

earnestly asks that a portion of the fund appro- 

priated be applied for the immediate relief of 

the suffering people of Tennessee. In reply the 

Secretary has telegraphed Gov. Hawxins asking 

for information by telegraph of the locality of 

distribution, the names of the Commissioners, 
and, as nearly as possible, the number to be re- 
lieved at each point. . 

GOV. CULLOM, OF ILLINOIS, 
telegraphs that the County Board of Pulaski 
County estimates the number needing assiat- 
ance at 4,000. He recommends Robert Wilson as 
Commissioner. Tue Secretary directs Gov. Cul- 
lom to send Robert Wilson to Mound City, and 
informs him that 16,000 rations have been sent 
to that point. The Secretary has also tele- 
grapbed Gens. Mangum and Hemingway, Com- 
missioners at Memphis, aud in Arkansas and 
Mississippi, asking for information as to the 
number they are supplying, and bow long the 
100,000 rations sent them will last. Gov. Lowry, 
of Mississippi, asks by telegraph if the Secretary 
of War could send 1,000 tents to Greenville, Miss. 
A great many whites and blacks are congre- 
gated there and have no shelter. 

THE HOUSE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE 
will probably tomorrow report in favor of grant- 
ing $250,000 more in aid of the sufferers of the 
Mississippi Valley to be expended under direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War. The members 
from the flooded districts will urre 
that. double that amount will do no 
more then alleviate the immediate want, 
and a measure is now being prepared to 
provide for immediate Government aid in re- 
building the broken levees. This will be inde- 
pendent of general legislation asking for the 
improvement of the Mississippi River. There 
is great confidence felt in the success of the 
general bill, but what is abselutely necessary 
now is money to so repair the damages of the 
present flood as to render it possibie for the 
people to plant crops this season.

Tur Cc ane for several days 
past has contained? a mass ot testimony writ- 
ten by soldiers and officers who were con- 
nected with the Narrgis Guntown expedr 
tion, showing how an army of veterans was 
deteated and almost annihilated by an inte- 
rior force under the Rebel Forrest, and how 
many of those who were not killed were 
taken prisoners and suffered living Heath in 
the starvation-pen at Andersonville, from the 
effects of which many have since failen vie- 
tims or are iincering out decrepit lives. The 
overwhelming evidence as to the inefficiency, 
fowardice, apd drunkenness—if not the 
treachery—ot Sturgis has come from a va- 
tiety of sources, but is upanimoys in all its 
details and forms an accusation uf the ra- 
est character. 

The substance of this testimony may be 
tald in afew words. On June 1. 14, Sher- 
man was fighting his way % Atlanta, and 
his communications were threatened by the 
Rebei Chieftain Forrest. Gen. Sturgis was 
ordered to march with a force from Memphis 
and intercept the latter, having under his 
command about 10,000 infantry, twenty-four 
pieces of artillery, d 2000 cavalry io 
command of Gen. Grierson. On the %h of 
Jave Gen. Grierson’s advance, about 19 
miles east of Memphis, encountered the ad- 
vance of Forrest, force. The situation was 
as follows: Forf§st’s troops occupied some 
woods and rising ground upon one side of 2 
large, swampy tract, crossed by a cerduroy- 
read to rising ground on the opposit side, 
beyond which was Sturgis’ approaching 
force. Grierson’s eavalry had crossed the 
corduroy bridge only to find that Forrest's 
torte was tov strong for him to attack with 
cavalry. lie halted and reported the sita- 
ation to Sturgis, and suggested that he 
would Occupy the high ground on the other 
side, tempt Furrest over, aud then, under a 
feigned retreat. draw him on over the long 
corduroy road, past the possibility of his 
returning until he was struck by Sturgis’ 
army. This plan would have com- 
mended itself to any officer of ordi- 
wary sense, but what did the drunken imbe- 
cile do? The day was an intensely hot one 
The men were loaded down with wusketa, 
sixty rounds of ammunition, their blankets, 
and four days’ rations, The artillery, forty 
ammunition wagons, and 200 baggage and 
coulnissary vagen were pushed on in the 
advance, drawn by six mules each, over this 
long eorduroy read across the swamp, and 


Forrest's side of it. The infantry were then 
doubie-quicked Ave miles in the sultry heat, 
the men dropping from sunstroke and ex- 
haustion by the hundred all along that terri- 
bie run. 

W hen the artillery arrived over the swamp 
Grierson’s cayalry were nearly out of ammu- 
nition. The baggage-wagons had so blocked 
up the corduroy goad that scarcely any of the 
artillery could be used. The infantry came up 
behind haphazard, worn oat and jaded, and 
were pushed forward, single regiments at a 
time. in no order and upon no military sys 
tem and unsupported, and were outflanked 
and whipped in desail by Forrest. who had 
but 6,000 men. The troops were poured 
into that swamp like sheep imo a 
pen. At last the retreat began. and 
it soon became a rout. Wher a por- 
uon of the men had got across the swamp on 
the corduroy their oflicers wanted to form a 
line on the high, ary ground and renew the 
battle, believing they could whip the Kebels.

works at the junétion of the canal and the 
South Branch of the river. We reproduced 
afew days ago the record of the cantons 
proceedings, the delays, the pulling off, the 
do-nothing, the obstructive efforts of the 
Mayor to the com or construction of 
this work, so essenttal fo the health and com- 
fort not only of the people of. this city, but 
of the peepie of the cities and lowns along 
the canal and for 100 miles down the Lilinais 
River. 

Instead of having the canal discharzing 
.o cubic feet per minute of water, which 
then would be almost limpid, draqn through 
the Chicago River from Lake Michigan and 
carried down as a contribution to the suppty 
of tlie Lilinois River, the Mayor has thus far 
been able by his slippery and irresponsible 
negicet of his duty and contempt of public 
opinion to perpetuate the flow of the foul 
sewage mixed with but 14,000 cubic feet a 
minute, which gives so much cause for com- 
plaint all the way down to Pekin. 

By force of intermittent pressure by the 
press of the city, backed by the coercive leg- 
islati@m of the State and the indignant de 
nuneiation of the people of all classes and of 
all parties, this work has so far progressed 
in this its fourth year as to have an engine 
and pumps contracted for, to be ready for 
delivery next July; and now it is discovered 
at this late day that there is an insuperable 
difficulty in the way—that there are three 
railway bridges built over the canal at 
Bridgeport which will have to be raised four 
to six feet, and that there is a dam and lock 
to be built, which cannot be constricted un- 
til next winter, a year hence, before which 
ume the pulups cannd: be operated. 

Of course the general public will recognize 
in all this only another step by the city au- 
thorities to delay and if possible to defeat 
this mode of river relief. 

The reasons given for the location of the 
pumps at a different place than was origi- 
nally intended is that there are three rail- 
road bridges whose grade is so low that to 
raise the water in the canal will prevent the 
boats from passing under the bridges. This 
interruption of the navigation of the canal is 
objected to by the canal engineer, and it is 
proposed to place the pumps below the 
bridges and draw the water from the Stock- 
Yards fork of the river, in which ease there 
must be an additional canal a mile long, con- 
structed {rom that fork to the principal canal. 
All this, it seems, is now discovered for the 
first time, though the obstruction of some of 
the bridges has been there for years. It is 
not until the pumping machinery has been 
contracted for that it is discovered that the 
navigation of the canal is peremptorily pro- 
hibited by the rajlroad bridges. The canal 
Engineer and the Mayor are delighted to 
know that the removal of these three railroad 
bridges is an impossibility, something that 
forbids forever any improvement or enlarge- 
ment of the canal. The State of IJlinois 
during the last forty years has expended on 
that canal fifteen millions of dollars, and now 
a raiiroad-bridge constructed over the diteh 
is regarded as sueh an obstruction that the 
proposed increased depth of water must be 
lorever abandoned. 

The Governor proposes that the Legislature 
of the State shail submit te the people of 
Ilinois the question of ceding the canal to 
the United States, with a view to its future 
enlargement and completion. But here in 
Chicago we have the representatives of the 
State and of this city abandoning the en- 
larged flow in the canal ordered by the 
Legislatare because there is a railroad- 
bridge across it! What will the United 
States d6 with that railread-pridge? That 
bridge stands like 4 giant prohibiting the 
future navigation of the canal, if the depth 
of water be increased. 

That bridge, and all ether bridges, was 
eonstrueted under a license fram the State. 
If the bridges are an obstruction to the navi- 
gation of the canal, they are an obstruction 
to the operation of the great work. and can 
be removed just as any other nuisaace or 
obst ruction can be removed by due process 
of jaw. All that is required of the railroads 
is shat they rais their bridges to such an 
elevation as will enable the canal-boats, at 
the increased depth of water, to pass uader 
them. This demand, when made by the 
State. is not one to which the railroad com- 
panies will be likely to make any Serious ob- 
jection.

The Supreme Court of the United States bas 
set aside the decree made by Judge Drummond, 
under which the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes 
Haiiroad was sold to the bordhoiders for $1,500,- 
000, the purchasers organizing the Chicago & 
Eastern IIlinois. which seems to be put in an 


embarrassing position by the decision. 

„Adult forthe appointment of a Receiver,’ 
said Mr. William Armstrong, solicitor for the 
Chicago & Bastern Lilinois,to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter yesterday, was inétituted in Will Coun- 
ty. but afterwards removed to the United States 
Courts, and about that time proceedings were 
instituted in the United States Court by Fossdick 
and Fish, trustees of the first mortgage 
bondboiders. They got a decree ordering the 
property to be sold, and it was gold by Mr.

E@orts of a Hallread Company to Re- 
peat in Nebraska the Operations of 
John Jacob Astor ie New Lor.

made recently through the columns of Tus 
TRIBUNE of certain land steals throughout this 
State. ‘here is a matter invoiving the title toa 
large amount ot land in this (Thayer) and ad- 
joining counties which has been productive of 
so much uneasiness to the settler and positive 
harm to the material prosperity of the county 
that it deserves more than casual notice in the 
columns of a great newspaper like Tun Tris- 
UNE. The matter priefly stated is this: In 1806 
Cougress passed au act making a grant of cer- 
tuin lands to the St. Joseph & Denyer City Rah- 
road Company. Of the act mentioned it is only 
necessary to mention that part, Sec. 4, which 
gave rise to the present trouble.

the proposed railroad from sale and homestead 
entry. lu the meantime. between the ith 
day of March and With of April 
1870, thousands of acres of this land bad 
been entered at the local land-oflice.

They 
broke the sod, endured the privation of frontier 
life, braved the Indian and the “ grasshopper,” 
happy in the knowledge that their r A mone 
to them direct from Uncle Sam, and tha 
year's labor added something to the 22 ee 
those farms and brought additional comforts of 
life.

Oscar Wilde to Joaquin Miller. 
New York Woriil. 

Our readers will remember that two or three 
weeks ago the World published a letter written 
by Mr. Joaquin Miller to Mr. Oscar’ Wilde, de- 
nouncing the “ Philistine Press" of certain 
towns for its abuse of the esthetic apostie, and 
generally extending dim the poetical right band 
of fellowship for “ the Beautiful ana the True.“ 
We publish with pleasure today Mr. Wilde’s re- 
sponse to this epistie, kindly forwarded to us by 
him for that purpose from St. Louis: 

Sr. Louis, Feb. 28.—My Dear Joaquin Miller: I 
thank vou for your chivaircus and courteous 
letter to me published in the World. Believe 
me, I would as lief judge of the strength and 
splendor of sun and sea by the dust that dances 
in the beam and the bubble that breaks on the 
wave as take the petty and profitiess vulgarity 
of one or two insignilican§ towns as any test or 
standard of the real spirit of a sane, strong, and 
simpie peopie, or allow it to affect my respect 
tor the mauy noble men or wowen whom it bas 
been my privilege in this great country to know. 

For myself and the cause which I represent I 
hu ve no fear as regards the future. Slavery and 
folly have their way for a season, but for a sea- 
sou Only, while as touching either the few pro- 
Vincial newspapers which have so vainly as- 
salled me, or that ignorant and itinerant libeler 
of New England who, iecturing from village to 
Village in such open and ostentatious isolation, 
be sure | have no time to waste on them! Youth 
being so glorious, art so godlike, and the very 
world about us so fullof beautiful things, and 
things worthy of reverence, and things honor-

The Menacing Comet of 1850. 

Richard A. Proctor replies in Anowledye to the 
statement that be had predicted that the worid 
would be burned up in 1897 by the fail of the 
comet of 1880 into the sun. Mr. Proctor shows 
that he never made sucha prediction. He ex- 
presses the belief that the come: in quesuon is 
not likely to bring danger to the solar system, 
and that the world is more likely to last fifteen 
-millions of years than to be destr oyed in fifteen. 
But although there is not the slightest reason to 
fear that the comet of 1543 and 188) (assuming 
they are the same) will do any barm to the solar 
system when finally absorbea, it would be quite 
otherwise if such «a comet as that ot the yoar 1811 
were to fall directiy upon the sun. his, the 
most remarkable of all knowoa comets, says Mr. 
Proctor, was fortunately some hundred million 
miles from the sun at the time of its nearest ap- 
proach to him, and can never bring the slightest 
trouble to the solar system. But if its course 


bad chanced to be directed fun upon 
the su the meteoric masses doubtiess 
forming its head and tram (not tail) 


falling in countiess millions upon him at the 
rate of more than 300 miles per second, wheu 
they crossea his visible surface. and probably 
passing deep betow that surtsee with ever aud 
most rapidly increasing velocity to reach bis 
real nucieus, would have generated an intensity 
of heat tar exceeding mat which he constantiy 
emits. The itcreased emission, would not huve 
lasted a month; or even a week, but it would 
have sufficed. So, again, Wat is now known of 
cometic structure leads to the belief that the 
comet of 1858, called Donati s. would have proved 
avery dangerous visitor bad: its course led it 
directly toward the nucleus ot the sun. Fortu- 
nately, the chance of any comet visiting our sys- 
tem from interstellar space, traveling directly 
toward the sno, is so small that it may be reck - 
oned “almost at naked notbing.”’ As to comets 
already belonging to our system, u any suen 
have orbits passing very ciose to the sun, so as 
to checked in their career at every perihe- 
lion passage, it is clear (from the continuance 
of life during many hundreds of thousands of 
past years on the curth) that the mischief must 
long since have been taken out of them—uniless 
we suppose (which is incredible) that the lust 
perihelion passage of such a comet preceded the 
beginumg of life on tne earth.
